EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 26, page 6, line 10 of text, "boy" should be replaced with --body-. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record fails to disclose or make obvious the structural limitations as set forth in the 
claims. Specifically, prior art of record fails to show the central portion of the 
intervertebral implant having a core with an elastic body that is at least partially 
surrounded by a fiber system, and an elastic sheathing system such that the fiber 
system is wound on the elastic body. Newly cited reference of Lozier (U.S. Patent No. 
6733533) shows an implant having a central part having a core with an elastic body 120 
filled with a material within a fiber system 140, however, the fiber system is not wound 
on the elastic body, but only serves to act as a barrier to contain it. Furthermore, Lozier 
fails to teach a sheath around the central portion.
